idley has always prided 
itself on its position as 
a leader in education. 
That the School has 
flourished over the last 104 years 
is testament to the quality of pro- 
grams the School has offered and 
the skills and values we have in- 
culcated in generations of stu- 
dents. As we approach the turn of 
the century, the pace of change in 
the external environment of the 
School is astounding and Ridley 
must do its best to anticipate those 
external factors which will have a 
direct bearing on its avowed aim to 
be the on leading edge of education. 

Consequently, in the spring of 
1992, the Board of Governors ap- 
pointed a Long Range Planning 
Steering Committee. The mandate 
of this group was to devise a process 
whereby all members of the Ridley 
family could participate in helping 
to shape Ridley in the future. 

In essence, the Committee has 
been challenged with collecting 
opinions on the distinctive values 
which make Ridley unique and 
identifying the skills that future 
graduates will require. In addition, 
the current mission statement 
will be re-examined and strategic 
directions for the years ahead will 
be identified. 

In order to assist the Commit- 
tee, Patterson, Kirk, Wallace, a 
professional strategic planning 














firm in Toronto, has been hired to 
facilitate the process. With their 
assistance, we will be seeking input 
from staff, parents, students, past 
parents, Old Ridleians, university 
personnel, business and other inter- 
ested stakeholders by means of 
questionnaires and meetings. 

In addition, on December 4 
and 5, a two-day workshop for 200 
randomly-selected members of the 
Ridley family will be held at the 
School. The results of question- 
naires and the discussions in this 
workshop will form the basis for a 
draft of Ridley's mission, vision and 
strategic directions for the future. 

This is an exciting opportunity 
for everyone to share in the de- 
velopment of our School and we 
hope that we can count on your 
active participation in the exercise.

JOE, by George Ryga, is an Indian 
Lament. Ryga, Canadian-born 
of newly-immigrated Ukrainian 
parents, grew up among Indians 
in Northern Alberta; he grew 
to know them well enough to 
recognize that their culture had 
been buried.

For The Chapel 


The Ridley Organ has been 
significantly improved this year, 
thanks to the generosity of a num- 
ber of alumni. Essentially the orig- 
inal organ console had reached 
the end of its life and we now 
have a new (1926!) console case 
which contains all the latest tech- 
nology of computerization. The 
attractive 'new' console came 
from a church in Cambridge, 
Ontario but it is the guts of the 
instrument that now gives us the 
versatility that organists require 
for playing both services and 
four ental amaice’ ow fareee 
which allows the echo organ (at 
the back of the Chapel) to have 
its own manual. In addition, the 
multi-plex cable system allows the 
console to be easily moved around 
in the choir area thus creating 
flexibility for a number of musical 
functions. 

Ridley has always been proud 
of this organ and it is fairly com- 
mon knowledge that it is the best 
organ in the Niagara Peninsula.
